SENATOR BRICE HAS GIVEN UP THE FIGHT 


He Will Attend the State Convention, 
but Will Make No Contest 
for Gold. 


Cincinnati, O., June 7.—(Special.)—The re- 
suits of the democratic county convention 
held in Ohio yesterday show that if there 
had been any doubt of the outcome of the 
state convention on the money question 
none now remains. 

It is now conceded by all that the state 
convention to be held in Columbus on June 
4 will declare for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at 16 to 1. The gold men 
have given up the fight and will make no 
contest. Word reaches here that Brice 
has surrendered, and while he will attend 
the convention he will make no effort for 


_ Every One for Silver. 

Fifteen county conventions were held yes- 
terday and every one declared for free 
silver. 

At Canton, McKinley’s home, the demo- 
cratic central committee met and decided 
to submit to the voters next Saturday the 
financial question. This committee then 
declared unqualifiedly for free silver and 
this, with a similar declaration of the oth- 
er democratic faction already made, makes 
Stark county overwhelming for free silver. 
Wyandotte democrats. at Upper Sandusky, 
admonished the government “to cease its 
puerile efforts to provide money for the 
world and to open our mines for free coin- 
age at 16 tol. “A solid free silver delega- 
tion was selected to the state convention, 

Tuscarawas county, at New Philadelphia, 
chose a solid free silver delegation and 
ignored all reference to ‘the Cleveland ad- 
ministration. 

Wayne county, at Wooster, elected a 
solid silver delegation. 

Lorain county democrats, at Elyria, se- 
lected a delegation instructed to vete for 
free coinage. 

Morrow county democrats elected one 
gold and six silver men. 

Jefferson county declared for free and un- 
limited coinage. 

Preble county democrats held a mass con- 
vention and out of 500 votes polled but two 
were for gold. A solid silver delegation 
Was selected and the following resolution

MONEY MEN GLOOMY. 


THE DELEGATION TO CHICAGO 
LIKELY TO BE FREE COINAGE. 
Thirteen Counties Saturday Gave Up 
Free Coinage Delegates and That 
Caused the Change. 


St. Paul, Minn., June 7.—The ‘sound 


money” democrats are in a cave of gloom 
tonight over the prospect that they will 
not have a majority in the state conven- 
tion Thursday to name eighteen dele- 
gates to the®Chicago national convention, 

Up to yesterday the gold standard men 
seemed to have a clear majority assured. 
The thirteen counties which held con- 
ventions on Saturday, however, changed 
the face of things. A count of noses to- 
day shows that of the delegates chosen 
308 are for silver and 352 for gold. Of the 
122 yet to be chosen it is claimed sixty-five 
will be for silver. This will give the 
silverites the four delegates at large. They 
will also have at least six of the con- 
gressional delegates, leaving the ‘“‘sound 
money’’ men only eight delegates from 
Minnesota. 


IOWA’S DELEGATES. 


They Meet in Ottumwa and Perfect an 
Organization. : 

Des ‘Moines, Ia., June 7.—The delegation 

that will represent Iowa at the national 

democratic convention at Chicago met here 


yesterday for organization and conference. , 


S. B. Evans, of Ottumwa, was elected 
chairman and C. A. Walsh, of Ottumwa, 
secretary, of the delegation. ; 

Ex-Governor Horace Boies, candidate for 
president, made a brief addesss to the coy- 
ference, in which he expressed confidence 
that if the democracy would make finance 
the overshadowing issue this year and a 
brief platform unequivocally demanding 
free silver coinage, it would carry all the 
south and west and Illinois, Indiana and 
Michigan, 

The reports received by Mr. Walsh, who 
has been the leader and organizer of the 
silver forces in this state, from all over 
the country, lead him to confidently be- 
lieve that Boies is almost as far in the 
lead for the democratic nomination today 
as McKinley is for the republican.. He was 
confident of Boies’s nomination. 


FREE COINAGE IN INDIANA. 


Eleven Counties Select Delegates to the 
State Convention. : 
Indianapolis, Ind., June 7.—Conventions 
to nominate officers and select delegates 
to the state convention «were held in 
eleven counties by the democrats yester- 
day and in every instance the free silver 
men were in control and instructed the 
delegates to vote for a free silver plat- 
form. In several places the gold standard 
men made a fight, but were outnumbered. 


THE NEGRO DELEGATE. 


Trouble About His Entertainment at 
St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 7.—By common con- 
sent the advance guards of the several 
presidential booms made this a day of 
rest from the arduous tasks imposed by 
politics. At the hotels the gentlemen were 
‘out’ to all callers. Hon.. Chauncey Ives 
Filley took a party through the show part 
of the city and eventually brought them up 
at the ‘“‘Mosque,” as his Beaumont street 
residence is known. 

The matter of accommodating the negro 
delegates at the hotels has begun to as- 
sume troublesome importance, There are 
sixty-six of these, including contestants. 
The Business Men’s League, desiring to 
carry out every promise made in securing: 
the convention, felt called upon last night 
to issue a general circular from which the 


following is taken: 


‘We ask that all public places of enter- 


tainment, hotels, boarding houses and bar- 
rooms, at least for convention week, 
accord to the reputable colored men who 
will come here representing their section 
and their people in the republican party, 
such treatment as any reputable and re- 
spectable person would receive, It is not 
believed that a great many would want to 
accept the privilege, but it will be very hu- 
miliating if one of them, with his col- 
leagues and friends, or alone, should pre- 
sent himself in any public place and be re- 
fused admittance or service. It is hoped 
that all will endeavor to meet the situation, 
as justice and propriety require.”’ 

A number of enterprising local negroes 
have rented the old Calumet Club on La- 
cust and Thirteenth streets and fitted it 
up to entertain the colored delegates. 

Last’ evening the Hion, R. C. Kerens, 
Missouri’s national committeeman, and ex- 
Congressman Nathan Frank, left the city 
tozether for Canton, O. A telegram from 
Maior McKinley yesterday was the cause 
of this trip—a telegram asking Mr. Kerens 
to come for a conference. Messrs, Kerens 
and Frank arrived in Canton at 2 o'clock 
this afteroon. They will remain until 9 
o’clock, returning to St. Louis via Chicago. 
The brief telegram from McKinley gave no 
hint of the object of the conference. 

Among the arrivals this evening was Mr. 
W. B. Gaitree, of Columbus, O., who will 
decorate the McKinley headquarters at the 
Southern hotel and superintend the distri- 
bution of badges. lithographs and litera- 
ture. Tomorrow there will be distributed 
in this city 10,000 lithographs of McKinley 
and a badge will be given out, being a rec 
ribbon bearing McKinley’s picture and the 
words “Patriotism, protection and progress. 
Our nation’s choice.” 

The gavel which will be used in calling 
the convention to order was made from a 
piece of timber in the building in which 
Missouri's ordinance of secé@ssion was 
passed. The gavel is now in the hands of 
Mr. Lee D. Bell. of Neosho, Mo. On May 
26th he wrote to Chairman Carter tendering 
him the use of the gavel on: opening the 
convention. Mr. Carter answered prompt- 
Iv, accepting the offer. The gavel is the 
handiwork of James Moore, an eéx-confed- 
erate soldier and a republican, 


FOR McKINLEY AND GOLD. 


The Kansas Delegates to St. Louis 
Have Been Interviewed. 
Topeka, Kan., June 7.—The republican 
state convention to elect delegates to St. 
Louis adopted no resolution on the money 
question. To show how the Kansas dele- 
gation stands on the silver question let- 
ters from nineteen of the twenty dele- 
rates were published here today. Seven- 
teen of the delegates declare themselves 
emphatically against the free coinage of 
silver and in favor of the preservation 
of the present money standard, while one 
is in favor of bimetallic standard and one 
expressed himself in favor of the sreat- 
est possible use of silver but “with every 

dallar as good as every other dollar.’

HOW IT STANDS

Free Coinage Has Over Three Hundred 
Delegates Named. 


WILL SOON HAVE A MAJORITY 


Figuring on Having Two-Thirds of 
the Delegates at Chicago. 


MICHIGAN’S DELEGATES MAY NOT BE SEATED 


On the Ground That Some of the Men 
Elected Were Not the Men Who 
Sold the State for Gold. 


Washington, June 7.—(Special.)—Geor- 
gia’s action yesterday makes the dele- 
gates for free coinage to the Chicago 
convention elected up to date 301. That 
counts in the twenty-six Georgla votes. 

There mill be 918 delegates to the con- 
vention, of which 460 is a majority and 
612 a two-thirds majority. This latter 
figure the free coinage delegates are al- 
most sure to reach.

The silver democrats in both Maryland 
and ‘Minnesota are predicting victories. 
7orman admits that Maryland may send 
a silver delegation. 

The New York Delegation. 

There may be some silver men in 
New York delegatiog also. 

There is much talk of Congressman 
Amos J. Cummings being proposed by it 
for vice president. Cummings is a be- 
liever in the free coinage of silver and 
has proven himself in many congressional 
contests to be the strongest democrat 
with the voters of New York city. He has 
been sent to congress from three dif- 
ferent districts in New York. 

Boies is yet the most popular of the 
talked-of candidates with democrats here. 

Forman, of Illinois, Morrison’s mouth- 
piece, is attempting to boom the old hori- 
zontal reduction tariff leader, but Mor- 
rison’s name no longer creates enthusi- 
asm. The party will nominate no one 
who has not a straight record for free 
coinage, 

About the hotels today there has been 
much gossip about what the Chicago con- 
vention will do. It is said to be. probable 
that Senator James-K. Jones, of Arkan- 
Bas, will be chosen chainman of the 
national committee to succeed Harrity. 
Jones has directed the fight for silver in 
all the states, as far as that was pos- 
sible, from Washington. He has been the 
democratic free coinage leader of the 
senate and is one of the ablest men and 
shrewdest politician in the country. 
May Reject the Michigan Delegation. 

It has also been talked here today that 
the Chicago convention will refuse to seat 
the Michigan .delegation on the ground 
that the votes cast in the state convention 
by the delegates holding proxies were not 
in accord with the platforms of the 
county conventions whch chose the 
original delegates and that, therefore, the 
decision reached by the state convention 
was not an expression of the will of a 
majority of the democrats of the state. 

As the Michigan delegation stands at 
present there are fifteen gold and thirteen 
silver men, but the latter are powerless, 
as the delegation is bound by the unit

Bailey’s Good Work. 

Mr. Bailey, of Texas, has done great and 
good work in the campaign for free coinage 
within the democratic party. He has 
spoken in many counties of many states. 
He has been called each time to counties 
that were recognized as doubtful. To his 
credit be it said that every county in 
which he has spoken has declared frof reee 
coinage. He carried Postmaster General 
Wilson’s home county in West Virginia 
against him, and won to silver every coun- 
ty in Kentucky in which he spoke, doing 
much to carry that state.

“Gossip on presidentia 
han nis Be almost confined to the 
bitter contest in the republican party be- 
tween McKinley and his many opponents, 
The democratic party was attracting much 
attention, but not on its candidates, as it 


its replies, 


‘was agreed that the contest in that party 


should center on the financial question, 
and consideration should be given to men 
after it had been settled whether.the party 
would support free silver or the gold 
standard. 

“Interest in candidates now, however, is 
settling upon the democratic party. The 
recent. victories in Kentucky,, Ohio and 
feorgia, and the apparent silver tendency 
of Indiana, Louisiana and Florida, seem 
to assure the silver wing of the democratic 
party of a sufficient majority to carry 
through the most extreme programme in 
the Chicago convention. The sound money 
men have not given up the fight. They 
are still hopeful. They still believe that 
sufficient silver delegates can be turned 
back to keep the party from going to the 
populists. 

“Still, the apparent superiority of the sil- 
ver men has caused much speculation as 
to the silver democratic candidates, and a 
number are already ia the field. The boom 
of Richard P. Bland is being pushed by 
the Missouri politicians, and the boom of 
Horace Boles, of Iowa, has been organized. 
Tillman has been traveling about the coun- 
try in his own interest, and has been pre- 
sented by South Carolina as a candidate. 
William J. Bryan, ex-congressman, has 6n 
understanding with the Nebraska delega- 
tion whereby he can claim its support. 
Senator Blackburn has been presented by 
the Kentucky democrats. 

“The extreme silver element is represent- 
ed by the above candidates, who have led 
the campaign for free silver in their re- 
spective states. Another set of candidates, 
however, includes those who have been 
willing to compromise. Ex-Governor Camp- 
bell, of Ohio, and William R, Morrison, of 
Illinois, both professed sound money men, 
are willing to take a silver nomination. 
Governor Claude Matthews, an uncertain 
quantity until silver seemed to be in the 
ascendancy in the party, and Vice Presi- 
fent Stevenson, formerly a greenbacker 
and still an uncertain quantity, make up 
this set. 

“The replies from the correspondents of 
The Times show but little of: a spirit of 
compromise among the silver men of the 
west and south. They apparently care more 
for populist support than for the support 
of' eastern gold democrats. The general 
sentiment among them is favorable to some 
man who has shown by his past record that 
he is for free silver. Therefore Campbell, 
Stevenson, Matthews and Morrison have 
very little follewt'g, at sentiment is cen- 
tering upon the extremists, 

“Governor Boles, of Iowa, seems to be 
the favorite silver candidate. In the states 
where opinion has been formed he appa- 
rently leads all the rest in strength. In 
Iowa, Illinois, Alabama, Texas, Georgta, 
Arkarfsas, Oregon, the Dakotas, Utah, Iua- 
ho and even Missouri he seems to be the 
strongest candidate so far as the delegates 
are concerned, In states where candidates 
have not been considered sufficiently to ad- 
mit of an estimate of strength he is men- 
tioned among the leaders. 

“The supposed sentiment for Senator Tel- 
ler seems to be lost. North Carolina, 
claimed as his stronghold, favors Steven- 
son. Tillman does not only not draw 
strength, but is actually making free sil- 
ver opposition. Next to Boies, Bland seems 
to have the greatest strength, as Colorado, 
Kansas, South Carolina and Missouri! seem 
disposed to favor him. 

“Sentiment for a vice presidential candi- 
late has not been aroused. Senator Daniel, 
of Virginia, 1s the first candidate in the 
field, but speculation takes in all presiden- 
tial possibilities.’’ 


MAY ADJOURN WEDNESDAY. 


Those Posted Think the Senate Will 
Finish That Day. 


Washington, June 7.—Unless all signs fail, 
congress will adjourn this week and those 
in touch with the business of both houses 
appear to agree that the result may be se- 
cured on Wednesday. Still, conditions are 
Such that a hitch might occur at any mo- 
ment which would protract the session for 
another week. This, however, while a pos- 
sible contingency, is not expected. 

The business. ef the senate depends en- 
tirely upon the headway-made with confer- 
ence reports. Several of these upon appro- 
priation bills are still to be disposed of, as 
follows: 

Indian bill, upon which the house refused 
to act favorably on the conference agreed 
to in the senate; the postoffice bill, the re- 
port on which was agreed to in the house 
Saturday and will be accepted by the sen- 
ate tomorrow; the naval bill, which will 
doubtless be disposed of speedily tomorrow 
morning, as the conferees have already 
formulated a compromise which they be- 
lieve will be accéptable te beth houses; 
the Sundry civil bill, upon which the 
house and senate seem to be dead-locked 
Over the appropriations for public buffdings 
inserted by the senate, and the distriet bill, 
numerous items of which are still in dis- 
pute. 

It is confidently expected, however, that 
all of these will be out of the way within 
the next forty-eight hours. 

The new deficiency bill, which passed the 
house Saturday, will be rushed through the 
senate ‘tomorrow with all possible speed, 
it being the intention of the committee to 
move to lay on the table any amendments 
that may be offeréd, so that the bill will 
pass as it comes from the house. This 
motion to lay on the table is the only 
method the senate Mhs, under the rules, to 
cut off debate and it will be appealed to 
liberally when this measure comes up. 

The immigration bill is the unfinished 
business and Mr. Lodge will call it up to- 
morrow for consideration, if an opening 
presents itself. Mr. Hill, who is in charge 
of the contempt of court Dill, a piece of 
legislation growing out of the Debs case, 
is also anxious for consideration and may 
lock horns with Mr. Lodge for the right 
of way. 

Mr. Gear will seek to fix a day during 
the next session when the Pacific railroad 
refunding acts shall be taken up. In this 
he may succeed, as both friends and op- 
ponents believe that this subject should 
be settled one way. or the other. 

All of these and other matters that may 
come before: the senate will tend to make 
the next few days exceedingly busy ones, 
and if Mr. Allison, chairman of the com- 
mittee on appropriations, carries out his 
previously expressed intention of not re- 
porting the adjournment resolution until all 
the appropriation bills have gone to the 
president there may be ample time to dis- 
cuss several things upon which senators de- 
sire to speak.

A MASSACRE BY THE TURKS GREATLY FEARED 


Germany Will Take No Part in ‘the 
Events of the East—An American 
Driver Suspended. 


Berlin, June 7.—The concert of the powers 
relative to the situation in the island of 
Crete is of much the same character as 
was the now exploded entente of powers 
in regard to Armenia, and all semblance of 
unity or purpose is certain to disappear 
upon the slightest approach of a collision 
of interests. 

The Cologne Gazette in an exhaustive ar- 
ticle on the subject thoroughly lights up 
the situation. The Vienna Freie Presse, 
taking the text of Emperor Francis Jeseph’s 
recent speech to the Austro-Hungarian 
delegations, argued that the emperor's 
deciarations gave proof that the dreibund 
powers were agreed upon a common policy 
toward Turkey; that the interests of Aus- 
tria were also the interests of 
and that the dreibund was destined to in- 
tervene in Turkey almost immediately, 
These arguments are boldly and unequivo- 
cally attacked by the Berlin representative 
of The Cologne Gazette in a communication 
in which the writer pointedly declares that 
rermany will take no direct part in events 
in the east, and merely desires that order 
shall be maintained and the status quo 
continued. The.policy of Germany upon 
this question, the writer adds, is identical 
with that of the other powers, and above 
all, that of Russia. 

The Gazette in its article which accom- 
panies this communication gives no hint, 
however, as to the drift of the czar’s policy, 
to which Germany is alleged to be at- 
tached. 

The Vossische Zeitung in an ‘artitle on 
the same subject asserts that Russia is ex- 
erting a practical protectorate over the 
Turkish empire, and will not under. any 
circumstances allow any power .to inter- 
fere, nor will she accedé to anything tend- 
ing toward a substitute or dismemberment 
of the sultan’s dominions. Pursuing the 
subject, The Vossische Zeitung asks: 

“Will Russia so influence the negotiations 
of the powers as to cause delay, which will 
enable the Turkish troops in the island of 
Crete, which have now been increased to 
18,00) men, to overpower the Cretans and 


‘repeat the Armenian massacres?” 


Warships Await Orders. 


The king of Greece and the Grecian min- 
istry seem to rely upon the warships which 
the powers have sent Canea and Retimo to 
intervene in the event of a massacre of 
Cretans by the Turks, but at the same 
time the Grectan fleet Is being mobilized 
and the ironclads Hydra, Spetzia, Psara 
and Georgias, the cruiser Admiral Miaulis 
and fifteen torpedo boats are ready to make 
their appearance in Cretan waters without 
the sanction of Russia if the unanimous 
voice of the Greek people shall compel the 
government te-act. The Cretan delegates 
who are row at Athens have presented an 
appeal to the Greek government for a 
union of Crete with Greece, which was 
drawn up by an assembly of Cretan depu- 
ties which was held at Vamos on May 21st. 

Official information has been received 
that the czar and czarina wNl come to 
3erlin about the middle of August, and 
after completing their visit here, proceed 
to Vienna. 

The contention of the government which 
has often been heard in the reichstag in 
the course of the debates on the sugar 
bounty bill that a large increase of the 
premiums upon sugar was the first step 
toward an international agreement to abol- 
ish sugar bounties altogether has received 
a flat contradiction in the action of the 
Austro-Hungarian government in promot- 
ing bills in the Austrian reichsrath in- 
creasing the amount granted for the pay- 
ment of sugar bounties from 5,000,000 to 
9,000,000 florins per annum. The. measures 
introduced ‘by the government are provis- 
ional, and purport to be enduring for one 
year only, but they are certain to become 
permanent laws, as there is a strong sugar 
interest in Austria. By the terms of these 
bills the internal sugar tax is increased 
from 11 to 13 florins per hundred _ kilo- 
grammes, so that the consumers are thus 
squeezed all around, paying more for their 
own sugar and supporting manufacturers 
in supplying cheaper sugar, the United 
States being the principal importers. 


American Meats Affected. 


The foreign office has issued a communi- 
cation to the press in regard to malprac- 
tices indulged in by American tinned meat 
importers in Belgium and Holland, who 
are alleged to be tampering with the cans 
and sending to Germany under forged 
declarations meats which have not been 
certified to by the American inspectors. 
As a consequence of this practice restric- 
tions have been ordered which affect all 
American exporters of meats. 

The Deutsche Fleischer Zeitung makes a 
vicious attack upon the American lard 
product, which the paper asserts is re- 
fined chiefly with cotton seed oil. 

The series of trotting races on the Berlin 
West End course has ended in discord, 
which was wholly due to the jealousy of 
the Berlin horsemen of the American tratin- 
ers and their horses. Through the fntrigues 
of a German trainer named Treuberz, the 
American driver, Tappan, was ruled off 
the course for a year, it being alleged that 
he pulled his horse. The injustice of this 
action on the part of the managers of the 
course was so flagrant that several Berlin 
newspapers have taken up the case of 
Tappan and violently denounce the racing 
authorities for the manner in which he 
has been treated.

| WIND AND RAIN | 
CAUSE HEAVY LOSS 


CYCLONE CAVES SOUGHT BY PEO- 
PLE IN THE NORTHWESY. 


In Minnesota, Iowa and Wisconsin 
Houses Are Blown Away and 
Lives Are Lost. 


Sioux City, Ia., June 7.—Residents here 
were driven to their cyclone caves by a 
high wind from the southeast about 7 
o'clock last evening. Shade trees and 
chimneys all over the city were blown 
down and a few small frame buildings suf- 
fered. The local telephone companies were 
heavy losers. | 

At Hastings. Minn., the storm was the 
greatest of the year, tearing up streets, 
washing out culverts and doing great dam- 
age to crops, All trains east and west 
were sidetracked there. 

At Adrian, Minn., one hundred head of 
stock and one man, E. W. Hunter, were 
drowned in the storm. The St. Kilian mail 
carrier tried to cross: the lake. north. of 
town and was submerged in the rising 
tide. He climbed a tree for safety. 

At Baldwin, Wis.. the greatest down- 
pour of rain in the history of the- town oc- 
curred. Water was running over the main 
business street. A great number of fami- 
lies were coupelled to move out of their 
houses. The railroad tracks were washed 
out for about 200 feet. There are several 
other bad washouts between Knapp and 


Roberts. The: damage to crops and bridges 
in the country ts very large. , 


Heavy Rainfall in Nebraska. 

Columbus, Neb., June 7.—Last night was 
one of terror to residents of the low lands 
in this city. The cloudburst in the Loup 
valley the night previous made the usually 
skiggish Loup river a raging torrent, and 
to this volume of water was added the 
heavy.rain of last night. All the low lying 
part of town was flooded to a depth of from 
three to six feet. The danger point was 
not reached until nearly midnight, when 
occupants of houses were forced to: flee 

higher ground. The situation is but lttle 


improved today, but with no more rain it 


is thought the water will soon recede. 
Other fowns in the Loup valley are in 
even worse condition. At Fullerton, north-

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LOSS BY THE STORMS. 


Damage in Minnesota Will Amout to 
$300,000. 

St. Paul, Minn., June 7.—Reports received 
in St. Paul up to 11 o’clock tonight indicate 
that the damage done by the great storm 
of yesterday will reach fully $300,000. The 
loss of human life is not yet known, but 
three people are known to have perished. 
These are C. W. Castleton, of Ashlake, FE. 
W. Hunter, of Adrian, and Moses Chad- 
wick, of Nobles country. 

There are at least 1,000 cattle, sheep, 
hogs and horses drowned in southwestern 
‘Minnesota. The greatest casualties were 
at Luverne and on Rock river. Two cloud- 
bursts struck the latter in three hours and 
the river overflowed the country for miles, 
Many people were forced to take to a tree 
or to the roofs of their houses, and a res- 
culng party was sent out from Luverne. 
The current was so swift that the rescuers 
were overturned and themselves rescued 
with great difficulty. - 

A second party saved twenty or thirty 
people who were in grave peril. Many bus- 
iness houses were flooded in Luverne. 
Across the border, in South Dakota, at 
least 10,000 acres of grain was ruined by 
flooding. Several houses and elevators were 
blown down at the town of Chapel, 8. D.

The Count’ Is Complete, Except at a 
Few Precincts. 


BUT THE COUNTY IS SAFE 


By from Five to Seven Hundred for ° 
Free Coinage. 


NO EXPRESSION OF SENATORIAL CHOICE 


But the Silver Legislative Candidates 
Are Running Too Far Ahead To 
Be Defeated. 


Macon, Ga., June 7.—(Special.)—The pri- 
mary yesterday was one of the hottest 
political contests ever waged in Bibb coun- 
ty, and perhaps the largest vote was 
poiled that has ever been cast at a pri- 
mary in Bibb. Great interest was center- 
ed on the United States ‘senatorship, 
the election of delegates to the state con- 
vention, the nomination Of legislative 
candidates, and the nomination of county 
commissioners. A red-hot campaign of 
several weeks has been made on the gold 
and silver question and the gold people 
were confident they would win the county, 
but the bimetallists were equally confi- 
dent. Soon after the opening of the polls 
it became apparent that bimetallisnr would 
win the day, and as soon ag this became 
conclusive all public interest centered on 
the race for the legislature. There has 
never been so hot and uncertain a contest 
over legislative nominees. 

There were eight candidates for the leg- 
islature, to-wit: John T. Boifeuillet, Jonn 
R. Cooper, D. D. Craig, Joseph H. Hall, 
Marshal J. Hatcher, Charles W. Howard, 
S. A. Reid and J. 8S. Schofield. 

The “blanket ticket’’ was so large, and 
there Was ®o much scratching of legisla- 
tive candidates, that the”eounting at some 
of the precincts was continued through 
all of last night and today was also con- 
sumed in the count of the courthouse pre- 
cinct. The count at some of the precincts 
was adjourned at'an early hour this morn- 
ing until Monday morning, hence the exact 
vote of the county on the various contests 
cannot be positively ascertained until to-. 
morrow. 

The Legislative Race. . 

The returns of the legislative election to | 
date show the winning candidates to be 
Boifeuillet, Craig and Hall in the order 
named, Boifeuillet leading by a good ma- 
jority. It is not probable that other re- 
turns will change this result, though ths 
contest for third place is exceedingly close 
between Hall and Reid, with chances in 
favor of Hall leading Reid. : 

Boifeuillet leads at every precinct in 
the city: The courthouse precinct was the 
stornr center. Here the largest vote was 
cast, representative especially of the busi- 
ness element, but embracing: all classes. 
Findlay’s foundry precinct, generally 
known as the “bloody second,” was alse 
very interesting battle ground and the 
second largest city vote was cast here.’ 
A very warm fight was made in the legis- 
lative race over Mr. Howard, who ran as 
an advocate of the Bush bill. It appeared 
at one time that Howard would win, but 
the returns now ‘indicate that he will 
occupy, at least, fifth place, and perhaps 
sixth. Bibb is entitled to three represent- 
atives, so there are five defeated candi- 
dates for the legislature. The nominees 
will, of course, vote for Crisp for senator, 
as the county voted direct on the senator- 
ship and has instructed for Crisp by @ 
majority ranging from 500 to 700. It is 


‘thought that Crisp outran the silver dele- 


gates to the state convention. The gold- 
bugs calculated on carrying Bibb by a 
large majority, but have failed most sig- 
nally. They specially relied dn getting a 
good majotity at the courthouse, where 
the nrajor portion of the business vote was 
cast, but this precinct went for bimetal- 
lism. Much of the credit for the victory 
of bimetallism ‘In Bibb is due to the mas- 
terly management of T..

By a Young Lady’s Bedside. 
The crime with which the negro is charg- 
ed, and there is no doubt as to his guiit, 
was eommitted Saturday, and that the 
negro has lived this long is due wholly to 
the fact that the people of Winder are 
satisfied that the law is strong enough to 
protect and care for the weak and defense- 
less. 

John Segars is one of the leading plan- 
ters of this county and for some time past 
has been engaged in the mercantile busi- 
ness in this place. His home jis one of the 
pleasantest and most delightful in Winder 
and has been all the more attractive be- 
cause of his charming daughter, a young 
lady of seventeen years, who is one of the 
social favorites of the place. 

Saturday night late, after every one in 
the house was asleep, the young lady was 
awakened by the presence of some one in 
the room. Frightened beyond description 
was Miss Segars when she discovered a 
negro at her bedside, but enough presence 
of mind remained for her to call for help. 
Her cries brought her father and other 
members of the family to her room and 
as the negro heard the approaching foot- 
steps he leaped from the window and made 
his escape. 

She Recognized the Scoundrel. 
Miss Segars, however, had recognized the 
negro as Oliver Adair, a negro well known 
about the town, 

The alarm was quickly given and in a 
very short time a pursuing party was or- 
ganized and search for the negro was be- 
gun. The search was dliigent and thor- 
ough and the negro was arrested and 
brought back “£6 the town this morning. 
Instantly there was talk of a swinging 
bee, but the cooler and more ovrudent 
citizens took the matter in hand and 
throughout. the Sunday hours after the 
capture of the negro and all tonight he 
has been carefully guarded to prevent 
those who wanted to swing him up from 
carrying out thir desires. 


and at first-it was intended to have him 
conveyed to Jefferson, the county seat, 
and placed in jail. Those who thought that 
a trial by court and jury too slow a process 
heard of this, and at once a parity was or- 
ganized to intercept the officers on the way 
with their prisoner and to swing him up. 
This leaked out and it was for that 
reason that the prisoner was kept here un- 
der heavy BZudtd, many thinking that ‘he 
would be safer than in the hands of oftfi- 
cers en route to the jail in Jefferson. 

More than once during the night those 
who were watching the prisoner were in- 


formed that a party of young men was 


sure to demand the negro and to take him 
out and hang him, 


Great Excitement in Winder. 

The entire town has been in a fever of 
excitement all night, fearing that the two 
parties might clash, and that some of the 
best people of the county might be killed 
over the worthless negro, whose life is be- 
ing sought and being protected, 

At this hour, 3 o’clock, the situation. is 
still quite serious, and it may be that trou- 
ble will yet occur. 

Those who have organized to take the 
life of the negro have been re-enforced by 
the arrival of some young men from the 
country, and the impression now prevails 
that those who have been guarding the 
negro will surrender him rather than sacri- 
fice the lives ‘of good people, 


They Will Demand the Negro. 

The crowd sceking the life of the negro 
is now in secret session, and has decided 
to demand the negro from the guard. 

-If those who are protecting the negro 
give -+him up, a stout rope and the nearest 
tree will be brought into use without any 
delay.

THE CZAR RECEIVES - 50,000 
TROOPS YESTERDAY. 


A Great Throng Gathered on the 
Hodynsky Plains To Greet His 
Majesty.

Moscow, June 7.—The czar today reviewed 
50,000 troops on the Hodynsky plain, the 
scene of the great calamity, resulting in the 
enormous loss of life, which attended the 
free distribution of food, in connection with 
the coronation ceremonies. 

His majesty wore the uniform of the Pre- 
obrajensky regiment, in which he was at- 
tired when he crowned himself. In going 
to the plain he rode a brown horse along- 
side of an open carriage, in which were the 
ezarina and Grand Duchess Maria Paul- 
owna. This carriage was drawn by four 
cream-colored ponies. 

A great crowd assembled to witness the 
review, and their majesties were enthusi- 
astically greeted when they appeared. 

The ezar rode slowly around the troops, 
who were drawn up in lines, and then went 
round in a center. The czar and czarina, 
accompanied by a brilllant sulte and the 
visiting foreign princes, then went to the 
imperial palace, where the czarina took a 
position in the top balcony. The czar still 
on horseback stood a little in advance of 
his suite and witnessed the march-past of 
the troops. 

The interest of his majesty did not flag 
throughout the ceremony, which ended at 
1:15 Pp. Mm. The weather was extremely

A BLOODY DAY. 


Several Encounters Reported from 
South Carolina. 

Columbia, 8. C., June 7.—(Special.)—To- 
day revealed a chapter of bloody encoun- 
ters. At Branchville Deputy Sheriff Doug- 
lass and several constables attempted the 
arrest of Carolina Davis and his three sons. 
Having been forewarned of the desperate 
character of these negroes, the constables 
were all heavily armed. The Davis negroes 
had learned that there was a warrant for 
their arrest, and they, too, were armed to 
the teeth, Upon meeting the dep- 
uly and his constables the negroes 
opened fire without ceremoney but 
their aim was poor and _  ~none of 
the oflicials were injured. The officers Te- 
turned the fire and the result is that one of 
the negroes is dead and one other mortally 
The crime for which these ne- 
groes were wanted is theft. 

At Pickens, this morning at 6 o’clock, 
J. A. Perry, special agent, and J. M, Mor- 
gan, J. A. Bryson and Lem Jordan, of 
North Carolina, accompanied by J. J. Lew- 
is, deputy marshal of Pickens, went to the 
home of Josiah Chapman, Jr., who 
had escaped from the North Car- 
olina penitentiary, to arrest him. 
Chapman was serving an e'ght-year sen- 
tence for assault. He refused to surrender, 
firing upon the officers, who returned the 
fire, and he was killed. The officers surren- 
dered to the sheriff of Pickens. 

Joseph Turner and Mar- 
shal Patton were courting the same girl 
and were very jealous of each other, each 
swearing to carry his point if the life of the 
other was necessary.

FOUR COMPANIES IN RANKS 


They Feel Safer Fighting the Span- 
iards Than Staying at Home. 


General Lee Visits the Prisoners Tak- 
en from the Competitor—The Pa- 
pers Have Reached Madrid. 


Havana, June 7.—Consul General Fitzhugh 
Lee today. visited the men who were cap- 
tured on the filibustering American schoon- 
er Competitor, and who are now confined in 
the Cubana fortress under sentence of 
death. 

General. Lee found the prisoners lodged 
in unhealthy quarters and will request Cap- 
tain General Weyler to order that they 
be given better accommodations. The von- 
sul general also saw Julio Sanguilly, an 
American citizen, who is under sentence of 
life imprisonment for conspiracy against 
the peace of Spain, and whose case on ap- 
peal is now before the court of cassation in 
Madrid. 

It is said that General Lee, as a special 
favor, requested Captain General Weyler 
to releast Mr. Dawley, the correspondent of 
Harper’s Weekly, who was arrested a few 
days ago. The request was granted and it 
is expected that Dawley will be released 
from Morro castle tomorrow. 

Cuban Women Fight for Their Homes. 

Key West, Fla., June 7,—It has been 
learned here on undisputed authority that 
Maceo has an army of 20,000 men and they 
are strongly fortified in the mountains of 
Pinar del Rio, the Spaniards having utter- 
ly failed to drive them from their strong- 
\holds. 

Maceo has eight cannon, two of which 
were captured from the trocha on his re- 
cent.attack, when it was reported that he 
was repulsed. The report that Maceo has 
four companies of women soldiers has been 
confirmed. The Cuban women have such a 
dread of Spanish brutality that many of 
them prefer fighting on the battlefield be- 
side their husbands and brothers to being 
thrown into the forts at the Spaniards’ 
mercy. ; 

In Maceo'’s recent attack on the trocha 
these Amazons took part and fought fierce- 
ly, using machetes on the Spaniards, The 
attack was made north of San Marcos and 
General Bermudez crossed into Havana 
with 1,500 men, > 


BOMB THROWERS 
AT WORK AGAIN,

THE REIGN OF TERROR OF FOTR 
YEARS AGO ON AGAIN. 
A Bomb Tossed Into a Religious Pro- 
cession in Barcelona Kills Sev- 
eral People. 


Barcelona, June 7.—The anarchists have 
resumed their activity in this city and much 


another, reign of terror similar to that 
which Mevailed in 1892 and 1893, when there 
were many explosions here, in Madrid and 
other Spanish cities. 

At 9 o’clock tonight a bomb was exploded 
while a religious procession was taking 
place and several persons were killed, The 
outrage has caused the greatest excitement. 
The authorities held a meeting subsequent 
to the explosion and resolved to take en- 
epgetic measures to discover the author of 
the crime and to prevent further outrages, 

This is the second outrage or attempted 
outrage within a few days. During a re- 
ligious procession, on the feast of Corpus 
Christi, a bomb was found in a dust heap 
near the catheral, It was evidently the in- 
tention of those who placed the bomb where 
it was found to kill or maim some of those 
taking part in the procession. 

A number of anarchists have been ar- 
rested, but as yet there is no positive proof 
that any of them caused the explosion, . 

Six persons were killed by the explosion 
and twenty-four injured. lt is not Known 
what explosive the bomb contained, but 
judging from its effects it must have been 
very powerful, The captain general of the 
province of Barcelona acted as standard 
bearer in the procession, while the civii 
governor and the city. Alcalde held the 
streamers of the banner. It is thought that 
the designers of the outrage contemplated 
killing these officials. At a late hour to- 
night the police had not discovered any 
clew to the actual authors of the crime, but 


The police 

think that they perhaps will be able to 

catch those responsible for the crime 

through the confession of some of the an- 

archists who have been arrested. This, 

however, appears to be a very slight hope. 
A Priest’s Home Dynamited 

Madrid, June 7.—Two dynamite cartridges 
exploded tonight outside of a house occu- 
pied by a priest at Orendain, near St. Se- 
bastian, province cf Guipuzcoa. The house 
afid other buildings in the vicinity were 
badly damaged, but nobody was hurt, 

The procession was in connection with 
the Corpus Christi festival. The bomb was 
thrown when the processionists were en- 
tering the church Santa Maria and the 
people were panic stricken by the explosion 
and its effects. Those already in the church 
made a wild rush to get outside, while 
many of those on the outside scattered 
and fled in every direction. While some of 
the priests present did everything in their 
power to allay the excitement, others ad- 


nose of the injured who seemed likely to 
die. Quite a large crowd was witnessing 
the procession, and the man who threw 
the deadly missile effected his escape in the 
excitement. It is reported that some peo- 
ple who were standing close to him have 
furnished the police with a descriptien of 
him and hopes are entertained that he will 
soon be in custody.

There will be no pall- 
bearers. 

Twenty directors of the different railroad 
enterprises In which Mr. Corbin was inter- 
ested will meet the body at the church.

! TO CANCEL THEIR POLICIES. 


THE LLOYDS HAVE SENT WNo- 
TICES TO POLICY HOLDERS. 


There Will Be Lively Interest in In- 
surance Circles When This Prop- 
osition Is Received. 


The cancellation notices of the large 
number of insurance policies placed 
through the brokerage firm of Seddon & 
Plyer in the Manufacturers’ Lloyds and 
Globe Fire Insurance Company, of New 
York, have begun to arrive and are likely 
to create some excitement in insurance 
circles, : 

Seddon & Plyer represented these com- 
panies under the provisions of the Ven- 
able law and have been doing quite an 
extensive business in the state. 
' The insurance companies claim that 
Seddon & Plyer failed to remit premiums 
on policies issued on their order and have 
issued notices canceling all thee policies 
on which the premiums have not been 
paid. This may bring into court several 
features of the Venable law and result in 
several amendments to it being introduced 
in the next legislature. 4 

It seems that one of the reasons that 
a settlement cannot be effected between 
the firm of Seddon & Plyer and the com- 
plaining companies is that there is a dis- 
pute between Mr, Seddon and Mr. Plyer 
over the disposition of the premiums in 
question as to who is liable to the in- 
surance companies or to the policy holders 
for any amount that may be due and un- 
paid. An expert has gone through the 
books of the firm and made a report 
showing what became of the premiums 
alleged not to be unpaid, but the result 
seems to be unsatisfactory. 

Mr. Plyer has offered to settle a cer- 
tain portion of the insurance companies’ 
claim as his individual share of amount 
due, but this was declined, as the com- 
panies purpose to hold both partners in 
the firm of Sedden & Plyer individually 
liable for the whole amount. 

Not being able to straighten the mat- 
ter out and collect their premiums the Man- 
ufacturers’ Lloyds and Globe Fire Insur- 
ance companies have applied to have the 
license of Seddon & Plyer, who represent 
them in the state, revoked by Comptroller 
General Wright and have canceled poli- 
cies issued on the application of the firm 
amounting in the aggregate to a very 
large sum. 

There are several sides to the controver- 
Sy befween these insurance companies and 
Seddon & Plyer, but the men who will 
find formal notice of the cancellation of 
their policies, for which they have al- 
ready paid, in their mails ‘this morning 
will probably be heard from in” a way 
caleulated _to accelerate the,settlement. 


DEATH FROM A LIVE WIRE, 


JOE JO#KINS FATALLY SHOCKED 
LAST NIGHT. 


Jenkins Stood on an Iron Grating—His 
Companion Was on a Brick Pave- 
ment Which Saved Him. 


Joe Jenkins, a negro boy fifteen years 
Old, was killed while playing. with an 
electric light wire at thé corner of Mitchell 
and Haynes streets abcut 9:30 o’clock last 
night, ; 

For some time the cable wire with which 
the electric light at this corner is raised 
and lowered has been a favorite plaything 
with the boys who live in the neighbor- 
hood. By catching hold of the wire the 
boys would receive a mild, harmless shock, 
and this kind of amusenfent, it seems, Has 
been quite popular at this corner for some 
time. 

Last night. Jenkins and two other boys 
were playing with the wire when it re- 
ceived an extra charge of electricity. 

Two of the boys were knocked senseless 
in a second. One was killed outright. 

There are a drug stcre.and several doc- 
tors’ offices on that corner and medical 
aid was summoned immediately. 

One of the boys soon recovered, but 
Jenkins never breathed after the fatal 
current flashed through his body. 

Jenkins lived on Fair street some dis- 
tance from the scene of the accident. His 
body was taken into the drug store and 
Undertaker Howard was notified. 

No explanation could be given of how 
the extra charge of electricity reached the 
wire, as it Wag in the same position that it 
has been all the time and has been played 
with night after night for months. 

A remarkable feature of the accident was 
that the current passed through the hands 
of one of Jenkins’s companions, who es- 
caped with only a slight shock, but killed 
Jenkins, who was at the extreme end of 
the wire. 

It is said that Jenkins did not have hold 
of the wire, but was standing on an iron 
culvert with one hand on his playmate’s 
shoulder when the shock came. The boy 
holding the wire escaped unhurt, yet 
Jenkins received the shock through the 
shoulder of his friend, and standing on an 
iron grating, he completed the _ circuit, 
which caused his death. 

It is strange that the current should 
pass through one man’s hands without 
serious results and that another one fur- 
ther away should be instantly killed. 

The boy that held the fatal flash within 
his grasp and escaped unhurt, while his 
companion was struck dead, is said to 
have been standing on brick that acted as 
a non-conductor, while Jenkins was stand- 
ing on iron, which completed the circuit 
with the earth, | 


A Mysterious Escape.

With fearful force two electric cars on 
the Atlanta Traction line crashed together 
last night about a half mile this sige of 


Decatur, 

The collision occurred just at dark at the 
bottom of a- steep grade leading in both 
directions and within a few feet of the spot 
where occurred the fatal collision on July 


4th, 1893. 

Car No. 81 left Decatur in charge of Mo 
torman B. C. Gilmore and Conductor Bob 
Andrews, with several passe@gers on board. 
This car was scheduled to. meet car No. 
32 at a new switch at the limits of Decatur. 

Car No. 32 left Atlanta just after 6 o’clock 
‘in charge of Conductor Weems and Motor- 
man Bob Hardage. The register showed 
that eighty-seven passengers had boarded 
the car since leaving the barracks, but a 
large number left the car before it left At- 
lanta. 

Car No, 31, which was coming toward the 
city, stopped at the new. switch, and is 
said to have waited until its time was out, 
and then started, With a bound the switch 
was cleared and a full current was turned 
on. The car was running rapidly down 
grade, when Motorman Gilmore saw the 
flash of a headlight just in front of him. 
Car No. 32 rushed around the sharp curve, 
and before the two cars could be stopped, 
they crashed together with terrific force, 

The-cars were in sight for a moment only 
before they went together. 

Motorman Gilmore leaped for his life 
just as the crash came, and the platform 
upon which he had stood a moment before 
Was broken into a thousand pieces. 

In the collision two women were injured. 
One had a nose broken, and the other had 
an arm broken and mashed. 

As the cars went together the wildest ex- 
citement prevailed. Women screamed and 
leaped from the swiftly moving cars; men 
clamored for the motorman to stop, but it 
came in a moment. 


A Fatal Spot. 

The collision occurred exactly where the 
fatal collision happened on July 4th, three 
years ago, and is considered an unlucky 
place in the road, 

In both directions the place is approached 
by long grades, and in the bottom, where 
the two cars met last night, is a sharp 
curve. On both sides of the road the trees 
are very thick, and it is almost impossible 
to see further than a few yards ahead. 

It was just on this curve that the cars 
met at full speed. They were both running 
at a fast rate. No. 31 was trying to make 
the second switch, and No. 82 was trying 
to reach the switch that had just been 
passed by No. 31. 

The cause of the accident cannot be 
placed by the officers of the company, 
but it is thought that it was due.to a 
variation in the watches of the crews of 
the cars. 

Both motormen evidently thought - they 
had the right of way over the other car 
and they were running fast to make the 
meeting point in time. 

Down the long grade Motorman Gilmore 
stood at the front end with his hand on 
the lever. As he reached the boitom._of 
the grade he was horrified to see the 
headlight of the other car as it came 
thundering upon him. He had but a mo- 
ment to act. Quickly he wound his brake, 
and then seeing that he could not stop 
the car, he jumped far out into the bank. 

Motorman Gilmore was seriously hurt 
and was brought into the city a short 
while after the accident occurred. It is 
said he received internal wounds, but his 
condition is not thought to be fatal. 

Passengers Jumped. 

As the cars crashed the passengers 
leaped into the darkness to save their 
lives. . 

On both sides of the road they sprang 
and many were slightly scratched and 
bruised by the fall. 

A woman leaped from the car and fell, 
breaking her nose. Another woman who 
jumped was badly injured, it is thought. 
Her arm is said to have been broken and 
other injuries received. 

The seats in No. 31 were torn out and 
broken into splimters from the shock. 
The front end was demolished and the 
running gear was badly deranged. 

Car No. 32 was a lighter car, 
old style Westinghouse, but was 
badly damaged as No. 31. 

The damage to the cars is great, as 
both of them are almost totally wrecked. 
‘No. 81 was a new car of the latest pat- 
tern and had been in service only a short 
time. 


What Caused the Collision? 


Several theories were advanced last 
night as to the cause of the accident. 

The crews of both. cars evidently 
thought they had the right of way, If 
this was the case the meeting in the 
bottom on the curve is said to have been 
on account of a variation in watches. 

Another theory is that the current was 
defective and the motorman of one car 
thought the other car had also been de- 
layed because the current had failed. 

The schedule which was run yesterday 
‘was an experiment and yesterday was the 
first day it had ever been used. It was 
much faster than the old schedule and 
the cars made the trip from the city to 
Decatur in thirty-seven and one-half min- 
utes instead of forty-five minutes—the old 
schedule.

After being whipped, and mock- 
ed, and buffeted, he then testifies to his 
serenity of spirit and steadfastness of 
purpose by the uttering of these words. 

“This passage,” the bishop went on to say, 
“introduces us to Paul as a friend and a 
prother. It makes us acquainted with the 
man rather than the official. At Athens, 
standing on the Acropolis, in the presence 
of the highest wisdom and thought of the 
then known world, he seemed clothed in 
majesty..At Jerusalem, in the presence 
ef the mob beating upon hint with re- 
lentiess fury, we find him still proclaiming 
his loyalty to his king, and his devotion 
to his Lord. But here he comes down to 
our own plane. Tired of the strife og the 
‘world, regardless of his scoffings and 
mockings, he cried out in the majesty 
of his faith, ‘From henceforth let me 
alone, for I bear the marks of the Lord 
Jesus.’ 

“St. Paul is so human that as we read 
of his daily labors and trials we feel like 
putting our hands in his and walking 
along with him.

The Basis of Harmony and Victory. 

There need be no hurry in the move- 
ments of the ambulance corps. The po- 
litical cyclone that struck the gold con- 
tractionists Saturday left neither dead 
nor wounded.

The Passing of Mugwumpery.: 
Never before in the history of politics 


organs of public. opinion to chronicle a 
more overwhelming defeat than that 
which crushed, smashed, quashed, 
bletted out and buried the _ gold 
standard faction in the state of 
Georgia last Saturday. The _po- 
litical cyclane not only lifted the faction 
in the air and dispersed it but tore up 
the ground where it had been stand- 
ing. 

The result is all the more significant 
when we remember the extreme arro- 
gance of the men who led the gold stand- 
ard faction, and the pretentious style in 
which they went about the business of 
placing the seal of democracy on the 
most odious doctrines and acts of the 
republican party. It is fresh in the 
minds ef our readers how this faction 
arrogated to itself all the intelligence 
and respectability and how it sneered at 
every suggestion on the part of old fash- 
ioned democrats that mugwumpery is 
not democracy. 

The lesson that the democratic party 
of Georgia taught the leaders of this 
faction Saturday will not soon be for- 
gotten. Undoubtedly there were a great 
many honest voters deceived by the ar- 
rogant ery of “sound money,” but the 
result shows that the great mass of the 
people—the great body of democratic 
vaters—were not deceived in any shape 
or form. They went to the polls to pro- 
test against the gold standard, against 
bond issues, against currency contrac- 
tion, against the surrender of the demo- 
cratic administration .to the money 
power, and against mugwumpism in all 
its arrogant shapes and in all its de- 
pressing ramifications. 

The result of that protest will be heard 
throughout the country and will have 
a -wholesome influence in cheering the 
hearts and strengthening the hands of 
democrats in all the states of the union. 
And its influence will be to strengthen 
the party in Georgia, to unite it more 
firmly, and to recall to the democratic 
fold those democrats who have been 
misled by their impatience to experiment 
with the crude and inefficient doctrines 
of populism. 

We predict that not in the course of 
several generations will any set of lead- 
ers be blind and arrogant enough to try 
to commit the honest democratic voters 
of this state or of this country to republi- 
can doctrines. 

Our Forest Should Be Protected. 
Two important measures are now pend- 
ing in congress for the better protec- 
tion of our American forest trees. 

The first bill makes it a penal offense 
for any one to kindle a fire on the public 
domain and permit it tg destroy the 
timber thereon. Imprisonment for two 
years and a fine of $5,000, either or both, 
is fixed as the penalty for this of- 
fense. 

In the second bill the secretary of the 
interior is authorized to cut avenues 
1,000 feet. in’ width on-that part of the 
public domain which is liable to destruc- 
tion by fire, and these avenues shall be 
from five to ten miles apart. Should a 
fire break out at any time on this public 
domain it will be restricted to the square 
on which it originated and will not be so 
destructive as forest fires have been in 
times past. 

I’requently these devastations have ex- 
tended over miles and miles of land and 
trees which have been the steady 
growth of centuries have been ruthlessly 
destroyed in a single hour. 

But the evils which this destruction of 
forest trees has brought about are not 
confined merely to the lass of this prop- 
erty. In the wide area of destruction 
which is wrought by the flames a path ts 
given to the fury of the tornado which 
Sweeps over the country with nothing to 
interrupt its march. 

What the United States proposes to do 
for the public lands of the government, 
the several states should likewise do for 
the public and private domains included 
within their respective limits.

A Parallel and a Lesson. 

On the island of Crete, in the Medi- 
terranean sea, there exists a revolution 
Similar to the one which is now in 
progress on the island of Cuba. 

This resemblance is even more strik- 
ing in respect to minor details than it 
is in a broader and more comprehen- 
Sive view of the situation, , 

Since the days of Homer the island of 
Crete has been familiar to the readers 
of history.* Situated only a few miles 
south of Greece, it occupies the same 
relation to “the land of scholars and the 
nurse of arms” that Cuba sustains to 
this country. In shape, the two islands 
are almost’ exactly alike, though Crete 
is perhaps the smaller and less 
populous. Crete is under the rule of 
Turkey just as Cuba is under the domin- 
ion of Spain, and the same hatred of the 
governing powers is shared by the in- 
habitants of both islands. Just as the 
Cubans have frequently revolted against 
Spain, so have the Cretans time and 
again risen up against Turkey. For 
more than a quarter of a century each 
island has nursed the hope of indepen- 
dence and soothed its afflictions with the 
dream of freedom. The Cretans, no less 
than the Cubans, have been character- 
ized by a spirit of resistance and a. firm 
resolve to perish if need.be under the 
Standard of Cretan liberty until not a 
man is left to continue the struggle. 

For several days past Turkey has been 
sending over large re-enforcements for 
the purpose of subduing the Cretans, 
and her methods are similar to those 
which she has brought to bear in the 
perseeution of the Armenians. 

But in the midst of this gloom and 
bloodshed which has been so ominous to 
the Cretans, the voice of Greece has 
been heard in no dubious accents, rising 
above the storm of battle. Though a 
weak nation herself, with none of the 
martial progress which belonged to the 
Greece of other days, she has ealled upon 
Germany to ald her in putting a stop to 
the outrages which Turkey is commit- 
ting upon the inhabitants of Crete. 

In this noble response which Greece 
has made to the cry of the persecuted 
Cretans, there is presented a striking 


has it ever become-.the duty of the 


to the suffering appeals of Cuba but 
which unhappily has met with a most 
persistent barrier in the executive 
branch of the government. The heart 
of the American people beats in sympa- 
thy with the brave struggle which Cuba 
is making for her independence, and long 
before this our vessels would have touch- 
ed her shores had it not been for the 
arbitrary and despotic action of our 
chief executive. 

The New York Sun finds much in the 
attitude which Greece-has assumed in 
the matter of the Cretan revolution to 
commend to the president of the United 
States; and the criticism which that lead- 
ing metropolitan journal, which has 
warmly supported Mr. Cleveland in 
many of his official acts, makes in the 
present juncture is, to say the least, 
interesting. Here is The Sun’s com- 
ment on the situation: 


Our country is a republic, while Greece 
is a monarchy; our people boast of liber- 


government of the United States stands 
in the front rank of the great powers of 
the world, while the Hellenic government 
is feeble; Greece is small. But surely 
the conduct of the nronarchy, in dealing 
with the case of Crete, is far more ad- 
mirable than that of the republic in the 
case of Cuba. 

Turkey is vastly more powerful than 
Greece, yet Greece has the courage to 
raise her voice against Turkish policy to- 
ward Crete. Even Mr. Cleveland must be 
aware that Spain is not more powerful 
than the United States, yet he has not 
the spirit to speak a word for Cuba. Greece 
does not seem to be afraid of her strong 
and bellicose neighbor, Turkey, while Mr. 
Cleveland demeans himself as though 
he were in mortal terror of Spain, tremb- 
ling lest he give offense to the Spaniard. 
The cause of Crete is certainly not more 
worthy of suppert than that of Cuba; yet 
Crete has a friend in George I, while 
Cuba has a foe in the cold-blooded occu- 
pant of the white house at Washington. 


Juba may gain her independence with- 
out the help of the United States, but 
when that final victory over Spain 
is achieved it will give us but small 
satisfaction to know that while we rank 
as the greatest republic on the globe, we 
have done so little, except in a purely 
selfish measure, for the cause of human 
freedom.

And the Result Will Be Announced by 


the Committee. 


SECOND, THIRD AND SIXTH TO BE COUNTED 


Candidates for the Legislature and 
County Commissioners Will 
Know Their Fate. 


The Fulton county democratic ex- 
ecutive committee is called to meet 
at noon today in the basement of the 
courthouse for the purpose of consoli- 
dating the vote in Saturday’s primary.

At & o’clock this morning the count in the 
second, third and sixth wards will be con- 
tinued and the result of Saturday's primary 
will be known and consolidated at noon. 

Until the consolidation of the vote the 
successful candidates in the race for repre- 
sentative, county commissioners and con- 
gressional honors cannot be officially 
stated. 

At midnight Saturday night the count 
in these wards was stopped, but the figures 
{n all other wards and county precincts wil 
be as published in yesterday’s Constitution. 

The count as far as made shows that 
Colonel T. B: Felder is leading his ticket 
in the race for the legislature by more than 
one hundred votes. John M. Slaton comes 
second, with W. H. Patterson third and 
Clarence Knowles fourth. The sixth ward, 
which is the home ward of both Slaton and 
Knowles, may considerably change the 
results. Fame 

The winners of the race for county com- 
missioners are also in the balance and 
will not be known until the count is com- 
pleted in the three wards. The count, as 
far as made, shows that Rosser is leading 
his ticket, with Palmer second and Thomp- 
son third. The completed-count may change 
the figures and the candidates are yet on 
the anxious bench, 

The silver cyclone did its work Saturday 
and did it well, carrying ‘‘sound money” be- 
fore it like the chaff. It cut a wide path 
through the county and spread out over 
the state. The victory for free coinage 
was complete. To the gold men it was 
startling, and their hopes as well as their 
money were carried before the resistless 
avalanche, i 

The result of the primary was comment- 
ed upon yesterday in the hotel corridors 
and on the streets. Men who were disap- 
pointed in the result tried to explain their 
defeat and solve the mystery of politics, 
and men who were victors received congrat- 
Wiations and told their friends how easy 
it was to hold public office. 

The race for the legislature and county 
eommissioners was probably the one ab- 
gsorbing topic of discussion, however, as the 
figures were unknown. It was discussed 
by both sides and friends of all the candi- 
dates claimed the victory. 

The count will be watched with interest 
today, as the sixth Is one of the strongest 
wards in the city and is the most valuable 
in point of numbers. It may mean defeat 
for more than one man when the count is 
made, but until then all will be excitement 
and anxiety. 

Bearded the Lion in His Den. ° 

Silver’s triumph in the sixth ward was 
a@ death blow to the “Sound Money” Club 
and the rapid fall of the ballots sounded its 
death knoll. 

The sixth ward—the home of Hoke 
Smith and of Alex Smith, the presidént of 
the club, the home of the majority of mem- 
bers of the club—fell into the ranks of 
free coinage and caught step in the march 
to final victory. 

The gold men wagered their dollars and 
their hopes on the result in this ward; 
they bet dollar for dollar that “sound 
money’ would carry the ward—but the bal- 
lots tell a different story. 

The gold cause was routed and _ the 
“sound money”’’ men are trying to discover 
what has happened. 

Around the polls in this ward a large 
humber of gold men congregated in the 
eariy hours of the fight. They had tickets 


sespecially prepared for the occasion, tickets 


With silver scratched, but the steady stream 
of voters brushed the young enthusiasts 
Out of the way and poured a volley of sil- 
ver tickets into the box. 

At first there were gold men who argued 
the question. They stood at the polls and 
extended tickets. They buttonholed the 
voters. This was early in the fight. As the 
day grew old, these men grew despond- 
ent, and the figures began to tell. The 
few enthusiasts left stood silently by and 
watched the gathering storm cloud. They 
had but little to say, and long before the 
Polls closed the battle had been giver over 
@s lost. 

| Now for the Result. 

At noon today the entire vote of the 
Primary will be consolidated and the offi- 
cial result will be announced.

SEES DEFEAT AHEAD FOR ANY 
GOLDBUG CANTIDATE. 


Anti-McKinley Republicans Are En- 
couraged at the Exposure of the 
Ohio Man’s Money Views. 


Local republican politicians who waged 
such a vigorous but futile fight on Mc- 
Kinley at the recent republican state con- 
vention, Have been in despair over the 
situation until a few days ago. The news 
that McKinley’s free silver’ record has 
been thoroughly brought out in the hot- 
beds of goldbugism within the past few 
days has revived their hopes and they 
think that the chances of defeating the 
Ohio man at St. Louis are yet good. 

Atlanta republicans received the news 
yesterday that McKinley's free silver letter 
to the Farmers’ Alliance in 1891 was fol- 
lowed up by a free silver speech delivered 
at Toledo expressing views that confirm 
his opinions expressed in the letter to the 
Farmers’ Alliance. Printed portions of that 
speech have arrived in Atlanta. 

In view of the fact that McKinley's cam- 
paign managers have been endeavoring to 
explain away: the Farmers’ Alliance letter 
with the declaration that the major was la- 
boring under great excitement—‘‘making 
from six to ten speeches every day,’’ the 
speech comes in as a bombshell to ex- 
plode that excuse. The speech reiterates 
the opinions contained in the letter and 
confirms the belief that McKinley is a 
Straight out free silver man at Peart. 

This will undoubtedly have a very dam- 
aging effect upon the Ohio man’s race for 
‘the nomination, inasmuch as the politicians 
who manage the republican party are 
wedded to the single gold standard. 

The Ohio man is not crushing out these 
exposures of his former views with any 


emphatic denials. In fact his silence on 


the matter leads many to suppose that he 
wants to hold to his old opinions on the 
money question if he can at the same time 
receive the republican nomination, believ- 
ing that his chances for election will be 
greatly enhanced in that case, as the tidal 
wave for silver is sweeping everything be- 
fore it and election to the presidency on 
any other platform seems at this time an 
impossibility. . 

The free silver idea is so emphatically 
democratic and so directly opposed to the 
principles of republicanism that Major 
McKinley’s hopes in this direction are 
doomed to disappointment. McKinley is 


wise enough to anticipate this and he will 


certainly maintain his policy of silence un- 
til after the convention at St. Louis nomt{- 
nates its candidate. Then if the repub- 
lican platform leaves the Ohio man any 
loophole for escaping from the gold camp 
to the popular side of the money question 
he will probably indorse his free silver 
sentiments, expressed five years ago, with 
an alacrity that may surprise some of his 
goldbug adherents who are now pushing 
his campaign. 

The free silver speech delivered at Toledo 
February 12, 1891, by Major McKinley is, 
in part, as follows. He was speaking of 
Mr. Cleveland: 

“The gentleman who is now so insistent 
for cheap necessaries of life while in of- 
fice and clothed with authority was un- 
willing that sugar, an article of prime 
necessity to every household, should come 
untaxed to the American people when it 


was known it was an annual burden upon | 


them of $60,000,000. He stood then as the 
uncompromising friend of dear sugar for 
the masses. 

“During all his years at the head of Me 
government he was dishonoring one of the 
precious metals—one of our own great 
products—discrediting silver and enhancing 
the price of gold. He endeavored, even be- 
fore his inauguration to office, to stop the 
coinage of silver dollars; and afterwards, 
and to the end of his administration, per- 
sistently used his power to that end. He 
determined to contract the circulating me- 
dium and demonetize one of the coins of 
commerce, limit the volume of money 
among the people, make money scarce and 
therefore dear. He would have increased 
the value of money and diminished the 
value of everything else. Money the mas- 
ter, everything the slave. He was not 
thinking of ‘the poor’ then. He had left 
‘their side.” He was not ‘standing forth in 
their defense;’ cheap coats, cheap labor 
and dear money; ‘the sponsor and promoter 
of these professing to stand guard over the 
welfare of the poor and lowly. 

‘Was there ever more glaring inconsis- 
tency or reckless assump%on? The tariff 
reformer has had at last in his wild ecsta- 
cy over a so-called victory been betrayed 
into an avowal of his rea! design. He be- 
lieves that prosperity is a blessing to be 
promoted and encouraged and that a 
shrinkage in the value of everything but 
money is a national benefaction. He no 
longer conceals his love for cheap mer- 
chandise, even though it entails the beating

SHOT TO DEATH 
IN THE STREET 


Two Negrees Have a Dispute and One 
Is Killed. 


MR. THEODORE POOLE HELD 


eed 


Is a Well-Known Merchant of West 
Atlanta. 


THE KILLING WAS HIGHLY MYSTERIOUS 


No One Can Ascribe a Motive for It 
or Explain—The Murderer 
Escapes. 


George Stark, a negro boy about nineteen 
years old, was shot and killed on West Pe- 
ters street yesterday afternoon by another 
negro named Rush Windom. . 

Mr. Theodore Poole, a son of Judge Adam 
Poole, and a well-known young merchant, 
Was arrested and locked up in the station 
house as an accessory to the shooting. 

The shooting took place in front of a 
small restaurant, in which Mr. Poole, with 
a friend, was eating a plate of ice cream, 
and three negroes claim that they saw 
him give the negro the pistol with which 
the shooting was done. It was on this 
charge that Mr. Poole was arrested. 

The negro who did the shooting made a 
dash into an alley and has not been cap- 
tured yet. The motive for the murder is a 
mystery and no one seems to be able to 
tell why the crime was committed or 
throw any light on the origin of the trou- 
ble, 

Windom, the murderer, was employed by 
Theodore Poole, who is under arrest as an 
accessory -to the crime, and his victim was 
a clerk in a drug store further up the 
street. If the boys ever had any diffi- 
culty or even a misunderstanding of any 
sort prior to the tragedy yesterday after- 
noon nobody knows anything about it. 
One or two negroes say that they have 
heard Windom say on one or two occasions 
that he intended to ‘“‘knock Stark out yet,” 
but no one seems to know what he meant 
by it or what reason he had for wishing 
to injure Stark. 

The shooting occurred on Peters street 
about 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon and 
while the murder was witnessed by several 
people, none of them can tell what took 
place between Stark and Windom before 
the shooting. Stark was going to the res- 
taurant, where Mr. Poole was, in answer to 
a summons from his employer. Just before 
he reached the’ restaurant, one side of 
the story is that Windom met Stark and 
they began to scuffle in what appeared to 
‘be a good-humored way. But suddenly a 
pistol shot was heard and Stark fell dead 
with a bullet hole through his body, and 
Windom took to his heels and escaped. 
This is the story of the murder as told by 
Mr. Poole and his friends who -were pres- 
ent. 

Several negroes who were present claim 
that Mr. Poole and his companions were 
in the restaurant drinking, when some 
One remarked that George Stark was com-

and told him to “go kill the d—d nigger,’’ 
and that the instruction was carrieg out 
literally and promptly. It was on these 
Statements that (Mr. Poole was arrested. 

Mr. Poole was seen in his cell at the police 
station 'ast night, and emphatically denied 
that the weapon was ever in his hand. 

“f had absolutely nothing to do with the 
affair,””’ said Mr. Polle, ‘‘and my arrest 
and incarceration is a shame, but [ cannot 
blame the officers of the law, for they are 
simply doing their duty in holding me 
until the case can be investigated. I was 
sitting in the restaurant and sent for 
Windom to come to where I was so that 
I could have him hitch my horse to my 
buggy, and the shooting was done before 
he ever reached me. . 

‘‘As to the statement that’I was drink- 
ing,’’ continued Mr. Poole, ‘‘that is abso- 
lutely false. I had not touched a drop of 
anything intoxicating all day. I am not 
a drinking man and never was arrested 
before in my life. Of course, I am not 
the least bit uneasy about the result of the 
investigation, but it is terrible to have to 
spend the night in a prison cell. I cannot 
understand why these negroes want to 
connect me with the case when there is 
not a ‘shadow of a foundation upon which 
to establish the truth of the charge.” 

The body of the dead boy was sent toa 
colored undertaker's, and Coroner Paden 
notified. The coroner set the investigation 
for today. Afr effort was made to get the 
coroner to hold the investigation yester- 
day afternoon by Mr. Poole's family and 
friends, but was not successful. Mr. Poole 
has employed Carter & Rosser, attorneys, 
to represent him at the coroner’s investi- 
gation. 

Mr. Theodore Poole is the son of Judge 
Adam Poole and is a young man of fine 
business qualifications and splendid cher- 
acter. He is successful merchant on Pe- 
ters street and ali those who know him 
speak in the highest terms of him. 

The story of his connection with the 
murder of Stark is given little credit by 
the police officers, but the testimony came 
in such form that nothing could be done 
but lock him up without bond pending the 
coroner’s investigation. 

About midnight last night Bob Richard- 
@0on, a negro man, was arrested and locked 
up as an accessory to the murder of George 
Stark. 

Richardson was with Poole when Stark 
was killed, but just what connection he 
hid with the affair could not be learned. 
He says he had nothing whatever to “do 
with the shooting, and that if Poole gave 
Windom the pistol, he did not see it. 
Richardson claims that the shooting was 
entirely accidental, and that the two boys 
were only playing. 

The strange part of the affair is the*wide 
difference in the stories of the murder as 
told by the eye-witnesses.- 

Mr. Poole says that, to the best of his 
recollection and belief, the killing was 
done on the outside, while Richardson says 
that it was done inside of the restauPant. 

The stories of the affair told by the dead 
negro’s friends and Mr. Poole’s friends are 
entirely different, and the accounts of each 
of the several eye-witnesses are in almost 
every case conflicting.

Patrolman W. F. Whitley arrested a negro 
named Will Thomas last night who igs 
wanted very badly in DeKalb county. The 
negro is said to have broken jail at De- 
catur about three weeks ago, and a re- 
ward was offered for his arrest. He was 
under a serious charge of larceny when 
he escaped.

| ROWE WEEPS AT THE 


GRAVE OF HIS CHILD. 


WHILE IN A PRISON CELL HE IS 
TOLD OF HER DEATH. 


Sheriff Barnes Was Asked To Ailov 
Rowe To Leave the Jail Thursday. 
The Request, Was Denied. 


J. J. Rowe, who is under a ten years’ 
sentence on the charge of perjury, sat 
with bowed head yesterday afternoon at 
the funeral of his little daughter, whose 
death occurred while he was in a cell in 


the county jail. 

While the little girl was dying her father 
paced back and forth in his cell waiting 
for an officer to carry him to her bedside. 
The officer did not come and Rowe was 
denied the privilege of seeing his daughter 
before she died. 

Thursday night a messenger called at the 
home of the sheriff and asked that Rowe 
be allowed to go to the house where the 
girl was dying. Sheriff Barnes had ie ais- 
cretion in the matter, as he had no author- 
ity to release a prisoner without an order 
from the judge of the superior court. The 
messenger was informed of the facts and 
soon leit. 

A few hours later he returned with an 
order from Judge Candler, stating that the 
prisoner could be carried under guard to 
the house, if the sheriff, in his discretion, 
thought wise. The order was duly signed 
and the affidavit of a physician was at- 
tached, but Sheriff Barnes was in a dilem- 
lemma. 

The next day was the day of the elec- 
tion. He well:knew that everything would 
be used against him that indicated in the 
least way that he was negligent in the dis- 
charge of his duties. He knew that political 
capital would be made of any unwise act 
Which he might commit, and his position 
Was embarrassing. lt was late in the night 
and the sheriff stated that he saw no way 
in which Rowe could be taken from‘ the 
jail, as it was against all orders and in 
violation of the law. 

The messenger left, and Rowe spent the 
night in his cell, while his child died in 
the eastern part of the city. 

Who Was the Messenger? 

Since the call of the messenger on Thurs- 
day night, Sheriff Barnes has been trying 
to solve the hand which sent the man on 
the errand. 

The friends of Sheriff Barnes, and good 
politicians, too, say that enemies of Sher- 
iff Barnes had learned of the illness of the 
child and took advantage of the fact to 
make cpital. They say that the house to 
which Rowe was asked to be carried was 
located far’ out in the eastern suburbs, 
and if the prisoner had been carried out, 
he would probably have been rescued by 
his friends and this would have been a 
death blow to the race of the sheriff. 

‘It was but the unseen hand that has 
played the chess board in the Myers case,” 
said a gentleman yestérday. “Rowe is in 
deep water; there is no doubt that 
he knows something about Myers’s case, 
and this bold stroke was to rescue him 
before he should weaken and tell what 
he knew.’”’ 

3ut who was the sender of the messen- 
ger? ' 

The fact that he called in the interest 
of J¢# J. Rowe, and that it was on the 
eve of the greatest battle probably ever 
witnessed in Fulton county, carried a sig- 
nificance with it that caused the sherif? 
to pause und consider well what he was 
asked to do. 

Was It the Work of Enemies? 

Viewed from the positicn that the mes- 
senger was s2nt in order to entrap the 
sheriff, the scheme was a good one and 
exeeedingly cleyer, 

It was a schemé@ that would work efther 
wuy. If the sheriff allowed Rowe to be 
released from jail, it would have been said 
that Sheriff Barnes had taken too great a 
risk. If he refused to let the prisoner see 
his child die, it could have been said that 
he was not in touch with human nature 
and was hard-hearted and too severe. 

Probably the messenger was from the 
family of the prisoner and the message 
was delivere* in good faith, but Sheriff 
Barnes was impréssed' with the fact that 
he had better be careful and. not walk 
into a trap on the eve of battle. 

The child was buried yesterday and 
Rowe was numbered with the mourners at 
the last sad rites.

Many Georgia Drummers Attended the 
National Convention. 


Many Georgia drummers were present 
at the session of the National Travelers’ 
Protective Association which has just ad- 
journed in Terre Haute. 

A large delegation from the Empire 
State, headed by President Max Robinson,

HAS A H00-D00 


Before the Team Comes Home There 
May Be Changes, 


A BIG SHAKE-UP PROMISED 


With Shea at First, Knowles at Third, 
McDade at Short 


AND BILLY GALLAWAN COVERING SECOND 


The Team Would Be Stronger Than It 
Is Today—That Change Is Now 
Contemplated. 


The Atlantas will leave this morning’ for 
Montgomery, where- Manager Knowles and 
his men will battle for the next three days 
for the Southern League pennant. 

After completing the series in Mont- 
gomery the team will go to Birmingham for 
three games, and will then come home, 
bringing the Birminghams along. 

The three games over here with the Bir- 
minghams, the Atlantas will start on a tour 
of all the other cities of the association be- 
fore returning home. 

Manager Knowles will carry all of his 
men with him, and of the six games he is 
to play before returning to Brisbine park, 
he feels confident of taking three. The 
team is now in good shape and is playing 
good, strong ball—just as good ball as any 
team in the association. 

But somehow there is no luck in their 
work and many of the games they lose 
should be on the other side of the ledger. 
Just where the fault is, no one appears able 
to tell, but Manager Knowles is making 
a desperate effort to find out. 

“I can’t understand it,” he said, last 
night. “I Know that I have just as good 
a team as there is in the league, but some- 
how we always get the worst of it. There’s 
a hoo-doo somewhere, but I’m _ blest 
if I can find it. There 2 
no three pitchers in the league (tha 
will compare with Norton, Sechrist and 
Walker, and I’]l defy the whole lot of them 
to show two better outfielders than Van 
Dyke and Wood. Just what’s wrong I don’t 
know, but I am going to find out. Why, 
away from here we always get the worst of 
the umpiring, and somehow we get the 
worst of it right here at home, too, some- 
thing else no other team in the league gets. 
Every man on the team has noticed this, 
and we have all talked about it, but none of 
us understand it. Why Saturday, when 
Walker knocked that ball over third base 
which brought in two runs, it was as fair 
as any ball I ever saw. If Day had given 
that decision in New Orleans, he would 
have been mobbed. You ought to see how 
the people in the other towns get after the 
umpires and pull for their home team. It’s 
just impossible for them to lose, almost, 
and there’ are few umpires’ who have the 
nerve to go against crowds like they face 
away from here. I told Day Saturday that 
we wanted everything like that at home, 
because I knew we couldn’t get it away 
from home.’’ 

It is more than likely that Manager 
Knowles will make several changes in the 
team before he comes home, and it may be 
that he will inaugurate the work before he 
leaves Montgomery, possibly it may start 
this afternoon. It will not be a change in 
the players, but in the work of the men. 

It is more than likely that Shea will be 
found covering first base, with Manager 
Knowles on third, Callahan on second and 
McDade at short, 

That would be a stronger team than it is 
today, and the change would have been 
made several days ago but for the fact that 
Shea doesn’t want to attempt first base. 

Manager Knowles is even better at third 
than he is at first. It is true it might re- 
quire him a few days to accustom himself 
to the change and to take on the additional 
hard work the change would require. 

If Shea can cover second, he certainly 
can take care of himself at first, where the 
work is much easier. 

Callahan can cover second to the satis- 
faction of the best critic. He is much better 
there than he has shown himself at short. 
Since being shifted to short, Callahan has 
not had a hand in but one double-play, and 
that was Saturday, and at the time he was 
covering second in making the play. 

McDade is one of the quickest men on the 
team and is an accurate, clever thrower. 
He is risky in his chances, in fact, no chance 
is too hard for McDade to essay, and there 
are many who believe for that reason that 
he would develop into a rattling short- 
stop. 

Manager Knowles is seriously thinking of 
making the change at least long enough to 
give it a trial. It may be that the change 
would disclose the hoo-doo for which he is 
hunting. 

It wouldn’t hurt, 
change a trial. 

Few people realize how hard Knowles Is 
working to give the Atlanta people a game 
that will please them. The loss of the two 
games to New Orleans, the one Friday and 
the one Saturday, hurt him worse than it 
hurt any one else. 

“I wouldn’t have lost them, especially that 
game Saturday,” he said, ‘‘for good money. 
I had set my heart,on Saturday’s game, 
and when I got out there and saw the 
crowd that had come out to see us work, 
I felt like. quitting the game for- 
ever when I found that we 
couldn’t win. Norton was worse hurt over 
the loss than I was, while every man on 
the team took it to heart. The people are 
now showing an appreciation of the game 
and I am going to give them an article of 
ball that will please them if it can be 
found in the players I have, and I know 
it is. there. The only thing to do is to 
find that hoo-doo and kill it.’’

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[THE PRESIDENT — 
DISAPPROVES 


The General Deficiency Bill as It Was 
Transmitted To Him. 


THE  SPOLIATION 


Form the Basis of the Veto Power He 


Exercises. 


THE HISTORY OF THE CLAIMS RECOUNTED 


While the Action of Former Con- 
gresses and Presidents Are 
Presented. 


Washington, June 7.—The president sent 
a veto message to the house of represen- 
tatives on ceneral deficiency appro- 
priation bill yesterday afternoon. He replies 
briefly to the criticisms of his exercise of 
the veto power and says he has hurried 
the preparation of the -message in order 
that congress may take action in the 
matter without delay. The ground for the 
veto is the provision relating to the pay- 
ment of the French spoliation claim. 

The president’s message follows: 

“To the House of Representatives—I

| hereby return without my approval house 


bill No. 8293, entitled ‘An act making ap- 
propriations to supply deficiencies in the 
appropriations for the fiscal year ending 
June 80, 1896, and for prior years and for 
other purposes.’ 

‘To the extent that the constitution has 
devolved up6n the president a participa- 
tion in legislation I suppose his action on 
bills presented him for approval involves 
a duty to be performed like others per- 
taining to his office, with care and cir- 
cumspection, and jin full view of his re- 
sponsibility to the people and his ovliga- 
tions to subserve the public welfare. It 
is difficult to understand why, under the 
constitution, it should be necessary to 
submit proposed legislation to executive 
scrutiny and approval except to invoke 
the exercise of executive judgment and in- 
vite independent executive action, 

“The unpleasant incidents which accom- 
pany the use of the veto power would 
tempt its avoidance if such a course did 
not involve an abandonment of consti- 
tutional duty, and as assent to legislation 
for which the executive is not willing to 
Share the responsibility. 

“l regret that 1 am constrained to dis- 
approve an important appropration so 
near the close of the present session of 
congress. Il have, however, by immediate 
action after the receipt of the Dill en- 
deavored to delay as little as possible a 
reconsideration of this proposed legisla- 
tion, though I am thus obliged to con- 
tent myself with a less complete explana- 
tion of my objections than would other- 
Wise be submitted. 

“This bill is, in many of its features, far 
removed from a legitimate deficiency bill 
and it contains a number of appropria- 
tions which seem to me to be expeedingly 
questionable. Without noticing in detail 
many of these items I shall refer to two 
of them, Which, in my judgment, justify 
my action in the premises. 

“The bill appropriates $1,027,314.09 for a 
partial payment upon claims which origi- 
nated in depredations upon our commerce 
by French cruisers and vessels during 
the closing years of the last century. 
They have become quite familiar to those 
having congressional expertence, as they 
have been pressed for recognition and 
payment with occasional intervals of re- 
pose, for nearly 100 years. 

“These claims are based wpon the alle- 
Sations that France being at war with 
England, seized and condemned many 
American vessels and cargoes in violation 
of the rules of international law and 
treaty provisions and contrary to the 
duty she owed to our country as a neu- 
tral power and to our citizens; that by 
reason of these acts claims arose in fa- 
vor of such of our citizens as were indem- 
nity against the French nation, which 
claims our government attempted to en- 
force, and that in concluding atreaty with 
Irance in the year 1800 these claims were 
abandoned or relinquished in considera- 
tion of the relinquishment of certain 
Claims which France charged against us. 

“Upon these statements it is insisted by 
those interested that we as a nation having 
reaped a benefit in our escape from these 
French demands against us, through the 
abandonment of the claims of our citizens 
against France, the government became 
equitably bound as between itself and its 
citizens to pay the claims thus relinquished. 

“I do not understand it to be asserted that 
there exists any legal liability against the 
government on account of its relations to 
these claims. At the term of the supreme 
court just finished the chief justice in an 
opinion concerning them and the action of 
congress in appropriating for their pay- 
ment. said: 

" "We think that payments thus prescribed 
to be made were purposely brought within 
the category of payments by way of gratu- 
ity—payments of grace and not of right.’ 

“From the time the plan was conceived 
to charge the government with payment 
of these claims they have been abided in 
the atmosphere on -controversy lvery 
proposition presented in their support has 
been stoutly disputed and every influence 
suggested in their favor has been promptly 
challenged. 

“Thus, inasmuch as it must, I think, be 
conceded that if a state of war existed be- 
tween our country and France at the time 
these depredations were committed our 
government was not justified in claiming 
indemnity for our citizens, it is asserted 
that we were at the time actuaily engaged 
in war with the French nation. This posi- 
tion seems to be sustained by an opinion of 
the attorney general of the United States 
written in 1798 and by a number of decisions 
of the supreme court delivered soon after 
that time. We had ,certainly abrogated 
treaties with France and our cruisers and 
armed ships were roaming the seas captur- 
ing her vessels and property. 

“So also it is asserted that the validity of 
these e¢laims was acknowledged in the 
treaty negotiations by the representatives 
of France, their declarations to a contra- 
ry purport are exhibited. 

“And when it is alleged that the aban- 
donment of these claims against France 
was in consideration of great benefits to 
the government, it is as confidently alleged 
‘that they were in point of fact abandoned 
because their enforcement was hopeless 
and that even if any benefit really accrued 
to us by insistence upon their settlement 
in the course of diplomatic negotiations,

such result gave no pretext \for taxing the 
government with Mability to the claimants. 


~Without noticing other considerations and 


contentions arising from the alleged. origin 
of these claims, a brief reference to their 
treatment in the past and the development 


of their presentation may be useful and. 


pertinent, 

“It is belleved somewhat the fashion in 
interested quarterg to speak of the failure 
by the government to pay these claims as 
Such neglect as me fen to repudiation by 
the government and a denial of justice to 
citizens who have geuffered, Of course the 
original claimants have for years been 
beyond the reach of relief, but as their 
descendants in each generation become 
more numerous the volume of advocacy, 
importunity and accusation corresponding- 
ly increases. If injustice has been done 
in the refusal of these claims, it began 
early in the present century and may be 
charged against men then in public life 
more conversant than we can be with the 
facts involved, and whose honesty and 
sense of right ought to be secure from 
suspicion 

“As early as 1802 a committee of the house 
of representatives reported the facts con- 
nected with these ciaims, but apparently 
without recommendation. No action was 
taken on the report, In 1808 a resolu- 
tion declaring that indemnity ought to be 
paid was negatived by a vote of the same 
body. A favorable committee report was 
made in 1807, but it seems that no legisla- 
tive action resulted. In 1818 an adverse re- 
port was made to the senate, followed by 
the passage of a’*resolution declaring ‘that 
the relief asked by the memorialists and 
petitioners ought not to be granted.” In 
1822 and again in 1825 adverse committee 
réports on the subject were made to the 
house concluding with similar resolutions. 

“The presumption against these claims 
arising from such unfavorable reports and 
resolutions and from the failure. ef con. 
gress to provide for their payment at a 
time so near the events upon which they 
are based cannot be destroyed by the in- 
terested cry of injustice and neglect of the 
rights of our citizens. 

‘Until 1846 these claims were from time 
to time pressed upon the attention of con- 
gress wWitn varying , fortunes, but never 
with favorable legislative action. In that 
year, however, a bill was passed for their 
ascertainment and satisfaction and five 
millions of dollars were appropriated for 
their payment. This bill was vetoed by 
President Polk, who declared that he could 
‘perceive no legal or equitable ground upon 
which this appropriation can rest.’ This 
veto was sustained by the house of rep- 
resentatives. 

‘Nine years afterwards and in 1855 another 
bill was passed similar to the one last 
mentioned and appropriating, for the set- 
tlement of these claims a like sum of 
money. This bill was also vetoed, President 
Pierce concluding a thorough discussion 
of its demerits with these words: ‘In view 
of what has been said there would seem 
to be no ground on which to raise a lia- 
bility. of the United States unless it be 
the assumption that the United States are 
to be considered the insurer and the guar- 
antor of all claims of whatever nature 
which any individual citizen may have 
against a foreign nation.’ 

“This veto is also sustained in the house 
of representatives. 

“T think it will be found that In all bills 
proposed for the paymenf of these claims 
the sum appropriated for that purpose 
dia not exceed $5,000,000. It is now esti- 
trated that those already passed upon 
with those still pending for examination 
in the court of claims may amount to $25,- 
000,000. This indicates either that the ac- 
tual sufferers or those nearer to them 
in time and blood than the present claim- 
ants, underestimated their losses, or that 
there has been a great development in the 
manner of their presentation. 

‘“‘Nothwithstanding persistent efforts to 
secure payment from the government and 
the importunity of these ‘interested, no 
appropriation has ever been made for that 
purpose except a little more than $1,300,000 
which was placed in the general deficiency 
bill in the very last house of the session 
of the congress on March 3, 1891,: 

“In the long list of beneficiaries who are 
provided for in the bill now before me, 
on ‘account of these claims, 152 represent 
the owners of the ships and their cargoes, 
and 186 those who lost as insurers of such 
vessels or cargoes, 

“The insurers by the terms of thetr pol- 
icies undertook and agreed ‘to bear and 
take upon themselves all risks and perils 
of the seas, men-of-war, fire, enemfes, 
rovers, thieves, jettison, letters of mart 
and countermart, surprisals, takings at 
sea, arrests, restraints and detainments of 
all kings, princes or people of waht nation, 
condition or quality whatsover.’ 

“The premiums received on these pel!- 
cles were large and the losses were pre- 
cisely those within the 
the insurers. It is well known that the 
business of insurance is entered upon with 
the expectation that the premiums re- 
ceived will pay all losses and yield a profit 
to the insurance in addition: and yet with- 
out showing that the ‘business did not 
result in a profit to those insurance claim- 
ants, it is proposed that the government 
shall indemnify them agafnst the precise 
risks they undertook, notwithstanding the 
fact that the money appropriated is not 
to be paid except by way of gratulty— 


. payments of grace and not of right.’ 


“The appropriations to indemnify against 
insurance losses rest upon weaker rrounds 
it seems to me, than those of owners: but 
in the light of all the facts and circum- 
stances surrounding these spoliation claims, 
as they are claimed, none of them, in my 
opinion, should be paid by ’ 
ment. 

“Another item in this bill, which seems to 
me especially objectionable, is an appro- 
priation in favor of Charles P. Chouteau, 
survivor, etc., of $174,445.75, in full satisfac- 
tion of all claims arising out of the construc- 
tion of the ironclad battleship Etlah. 

“The contract for the construction of this 
battery was made by the government with 
Charles W. ‘McCord during the war, and 
he was to be paid therefor the sum of 
$386,000. He was paid this sum and $210,991 
for extras, and in May, 1866, gave his re- 
ceipt in full. The assignee of McCord, in 
bankruptcy, assigned to Chouteau and his 
associates, in 1868, all claims of McCord 
naginst the United States for the precise 
extras for which he had receipts in full two 
years before. Chouteau brought suit in 
the court of claims for such extras and 
was defeated. I cannot gather from the 
facts I have been able to gather concern- 
ing this appropriation that it is justified on 
any ground. 

‘In 1891 my immediate predecessor vetoed 
a bill allowing the matter to be examined 
again by the court of claims. . 

“If the additional payment proposed in 
this bill was made, the cost of the battery 
in question would be almost double that of 
the contract price. 

“tT have determined to submit this incom- 
plete presentation.of my objection to this 
bill at once in order that the congress may 
act therein without embarrassment, or the 
interruption of plans for an early adjourn- 


ment.

HIS CHURCH ACTS 


ON HIS RESIGNATION 


Congregation of the Fourth Presbyterian 
Hold a Meeting. 


PRESIDED OVER BY DR. FRASER 


Dr. Cleveland’s Resignation Will Go 
to the Presbytery. 


IT WILL BE CONSIDERED ON JUNE {ITH 


Statement of the Reasons Why Dr. 
Cleveland Wrote His Letter Re- 
signing His Charge. ~ 


A meeting of the congregation of the 
Fourth Presbyterian church was held yes- 
terday morning to consider the resignation 
of their master, Dr. T. P. Cleveland. The 
meeting was called by Dr. Cleveland about 
two weeks ago. 

The services were conducted by Dr. 
Chalmers Fraser, after which the meet- 
ing began. Dr. Cleveland asked the con- 
gregation that a commission be appointed to 
unite with him for the purpose of going 
before the presbytery al@ have them dis- 
solve the relations between himself and his 


congregation. 

Though his resignation was accepted by 
the-church it will have to be acted upon by 
the presbytery. The ‘presbytery made him 
pastor of the church and it remains with 
them to dissolve his relations with the 
church. 

The presbytery will meet next Thursday 
and it is more than likely that they will 
accept his resignation; in fact, it is al- 
most certain that they will do so. The res- 
ignation of Dr. Strickler, of the Central 
church, comes up before them on the same 
day and it is likely that they will give two 
Presbyterian ministers the right to resign 
on the same day. 

It js not known at present who will fill 
Dr. Cleveland's pulpit. It will be open to 
all local ministers and those who desire to 
preach a triai sermon will be allowed to 
do so. After hearing a large number of 
ministers the congregation will decide on 
One and extend him a call. The congrega- 
tion of the Fourth church its not one that 
will remain without a pastor for a long 
time. ’ 

The commissioners who were appointed 
to go before the presbytery as representa- 
tives of the church with Dr. Cleveland are: 
Elder B. F. Longley, and Deacons Win- 
ston Gray and Charles 8S. Robert, three of 
the most prominent members of the church, 


Why He Resigned. 

There has been a great deal said about 
the resignation of Dr, T. P. Cleveland and 
the wildest kind of rumors have been 
afloat in regard to the resignation. It has 
been said that his resignation was request- 
ed—something that was a mistake. 

Dr. Cleveland is as well liked by his con- 
gregation as any other minister in the city 
of Atlanta. He has always treated them in 
the very best manner possible, and in re- 
turn has received the kindest treatment at 
their hands. By his charity and nobility of 
character Dr, Cleveland has won the hearts 
of his entire congregation, and they have 
toward him none but the very best of feel- 
ing and hold him in highest esteem, 

The facts about the resignation, as told 
by one of the leading members of the 
church ahd vouched for by him, are these: 

About the 15th of May the elders and 
deacons of the church met in regular ses- 
sion, As ig usual, after the two bodies 
had finished their separate business they 
held a joint session. At the joint session. 
the question of paying the pastor’s salary 
came up. The salary was some time over- 
due and at the meeting they were trying 
to decide how to pay it. Qn discussing the 
matter it was found that there was some 
dissatisfaction in the church. Some of the 
members liked Mr. Cleveland as a minister 
and as a man, but didn’t like his preaching 
and didn’t intend to pay for it. 

This gave a rather serious light to the 
matter, and after talking it over each 
deacon was advised to see to what extent 
the dissatisfaction went. 

A meeting of the elders was again called 
and they met in joint session with the dea- 
cons. The principal object of this meet- 
ing was to look into the matters concern- 
ing the paying of the minister's salary. 
At this meeting it was soon seen from re- 
ports of different members that the feel- 
ing of dissatisfaction was general with the 
congregation. They all liked their pastor, 
but didn’t like his préaching and wouldn't 
contribute money for his salary. 

It was readily seem by the wiser heads 
of the church that something must be 
done. They couldn’t keep a minister and 
not pay him for what he did. 

After giving the question a great deal of 
attention and study it was decided at the 
meeting to appoint a committee of three, 
composed of elders and deacons, to visit 
Dr. Cleveland and tell him of the exact 
state of affairs. Three of the oldest and 
wisest members of the church were ap- 
pointed for this duty. 


They See the Pastor. 

Each member of the committee was a per- 
sonal friend of Dr. Cleveland’s and had no 
desire to have him resign, but they plain- 
ly saw that something must be done. 

They called on their pastor and told him 
all of the above facts in regard to the feel- 
ing of the congregation, but did not ask 
him to resign. He felt deeply grieved over 
the matter and said that his course was 
plain; he would resign unconditionally. 

The meeting at which the committee was 
appointed was held on the 19th of May, and 
on the 24th of May Dr. Cleveland announc- 
ed to his congregation the fact that he 
had resigned. Neither the pastor nor the 
members of the congregation have said 
much about the matter, but when all kinds 
of reports were circulated one of the lead- 
ing members of the church told the facts 
of the case as recited above in order that 
justice might be done the congregation as 
well as the pastor.

Attorney Arnold Broyles has been employ- 
ed by Mr. Clayton to defend him when the 
case is called.
